Charles A. Allen, of Worcester, Massa- 


chusetts, and Jay W. Whitham, of Phila- 
delphia, two noted engineers, have made 
an exhaustive examination of the 
water 


problem in Bristol and have submitted 
the following report to the Borough 
council. Three schemes are presented by 
the engineers, one entailing the erection 
of an entirely new system; one involving 
the purchase of the distribution system 
of the Bristol Water Com] any, and -the 
third involving tbe avallal lllcy of the en. 
tire plant of the present witer company. 
All plans Include the eLta^lishment ot a 
filtering plant.

Otter Creek. 
Otter Creek yields an abundant supply, 
but It Is uufeulted, in Its raw state tor 
domestic coireumptlon on account of me 
vast marsh lands tbiough which It flows 
as well as for the difficulty of controlling 
the sewerage ot the people and tue drain- 
age of the taims along Its banks In Its 
water shed. 
The water of Otter Creek should not be 
used without filtration. Any diversion from 
tills Creek is an Interference with rtpar- 
lau rights and must be paid for. 
A pumping station along the banks of 
the Otter would require the cartage of 
coal, which wonld be avoided by a station 
situate on the river. 
Ground Water Saviilr from »rlTen 
WelU. 
Early In our luvestlgatlon we we.'e hope- 


ful that an abundant supply of ground 
wnter might lie obtained from driven wells 
In some locality within a reasonable uls 
taiice from tbe Boiough. 
With this, cud .u view we advised the 


driving of test wells at points ou the Laud- 
refli farm, which seemed, fiom suiface In- 
dications, to promise a stratum of gravel 
from which mer water might be aiawn, 
having been naturally filtered by and In 
such stratum. Our tests on this property 
foiled to sustain onr hopes, since onry a 
small quantity of water was found. 


•CUe '-Cold SuriiiBH" Property. 
We next examined the "Cold Springs 


property, situate about 2 miles above

Ilere are numerous springs 
showing a flow of one-half of a million 
gallons Iu 24 hours on December 23, 1805. 
Whether, or not, more than this quantity 
Is 6btainable can be determined by sink- 
lug test walls. This we did n6t feel au 
thorlzed to do, under the Resolution of 
Council, as this water does not come from 
the Delaware. 
Before you dually settle upon a water 
source it might be well to make further 
Investigations »t this place, for If a suffi- 
cient quantity ts -obtainable for present 
and futuie needs, the water should be of 
excellent quality aud need not be filtered.

An Ancient Cemetery in Panama. 


Empire, Canal Zone, 


Republic of Panama, 


February 19, 1906, 


Editor Gazette:—In driving from the 


city of Panama over an ideal stone road 
leading to La Boca, just outside of Pana- 
ma one passes a very old cemetery in 
which are a variety of tombstones, a few 
monuments, none of great size, and 
hundreds of small black crosses, 
each 


cross having a comber painted in white. 
These tomb stones, oroesep and monu- 
ments are significant of tbe fuct that the 
on* whose 41 rave they mark was fortun- 
ate to have had sufficient wealth at his 
death for the purchase of a burial plot. 


It is startling to think of tbe way 


tbe remains of those who were not BO 
fortunate as to have had the 
where- 


withal to purchase a last resting place are 
dealt with. This cemetery is surrounded 
on three sides by a stone wall, five or six 
feet high and about sli or seven feet 
broad at the top. In this wall is a double 
row of niches, the first row being about 
eighteen inches from the ground, and 
the other row being Immediately above. 
The niches are of a size and shape to al- 
low one coffin to be slid in far enough to 
be ont of sight. These niohes are rented 
for a nominal sum for a period of, say 
ten years, and if, at »be end of the period 
for which they are rented, a sum is not 
advanced to cover the rental for another 
period, the coffins are pulled ont and 
thrown over the wall to make room for 
tbe next coffins. 
There are several hund- 


reds nf these niches, in some of which 
can be seen coffins whicb show the 
length of time which they have been in 
the niche, and on looking on the other 
side of tbe wall one can see a pile of 
broken and decayed coffins surrounding 
tbe wall. 


This method of dealing with the dead 


did not appeal to the Americans, and 
they have taken steps to have the custom 
abolished. 


A curious fact is that in looking over 


the dates of the deaths as noted on the 
tombstones, few were found showing the 
occupants of the graves to have been more 
than forty-five years of age at the time of 
death, showing that longevity is nut vary 
common in a climate of this find.

This estimate provides for a new water 
works system for the streets of tbe entire 
Borough, so far as they are laid out, with 
ample provision for extensions. 
It is probable that, should you now con- 
struct these new works, a number of these 
mains would be omitted .so that the ex- 
pense for a suitable uervlj > for the terri- 
tory now supplied by the Bristol Water Co. 
would be considerably less than the above 
estimate— which we have endeavored to 
make liberal.

(No. 
3), by buying tbe entire plant of the 
Bristol Water Company, for $43,425, and 
expend $37,670 for Its. rehabilitation, we 
advise that, whenever changes or exten- 
sions are mode in the pipe lines, the plan 
outlined in Scheme No. 1 (see blue print) 
for a new and improved distribution be 
followed.
